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DONGOLAHAS FALLEN 

The British Expedition Up the 
Nile So Far Successful. 



A SHORT BUT DECISIVE FIGHT. 



DervUlte* Flee Before the Advance ot the 
Hrltixh-Egyptluu Expedition — Native* 
Welcome the Change In a Mont Demon- 
strative Way— Farther Advance Likely 
to Take Place— Detail* So Far at Learned. 
Kekma-on-the-Nii.k, Sept. 21.— Don- 
gola has fallen, and tin nominal object- 
ive point of the British-Egyptian expe- 
dition has been reached. 

The river forces of the British-Egyp- 
tian expedition, pushing np tho Nile 
from El Hafir, landed a force at Don- 
gola and occupied that place before the 
dervish forces retreating from El Hafir 
reached that point. 

El Hafir and Dongola are therefore 
both in the hands of the expedition, 
while the dervish forces are somewhere 
seeking a refuge. 

Saturday aflernoon tho long range 
firing was begun between the dervishes 
on the west l ank of the Nile and the 
oxpcttionary force on this side. Tho 

Maxim guns, with their sweeping hail 

of fire, did great execution in the der- 
vish ranks, while the field and horse 
batteries never allowed the enemies to 
do anything with their batteries, 

Darkness put an end to the duel across 
the Nile water, and stillness fell upon 
both camps. The night was one of 
waiting, though the silence of the des- 
ert was once broken by a discharge from 
the Maxim guns on this side of tho 
river. 

In tho morning every one was up at 
daybreak anxious to know what Bhangs 
in the situation had developed during 
the night and what would bo tho next 
movo and eagerly scanning the enemy's 
camp aerOM the river. Thero was no 
sign of life in the dervish works, but 
soon a commotion was perceived among 
the boats along the b;mk and a native 
in one of them was discerned in the act 
of waving something, as though for a 
signal to this aide of the river. 

The steamer Dal, of the expeditionary 
force, thereupon proceeded to the west 
bank of the river, where it was found 
that El Hafir had DCCd evacuated by 
the enemy under cover of the night and 
that not a dervish fighting man was 
left in sight. The detachment on the 
Dal sent back to the camp on this sido 
of tho river 27 boats, which had been 
manned by the native resident! of El 
Hafir, and loaded with a great quantity 
of grain. The natives announced that 
the enemy had departed and that Wad 
Bishara, the young emir of Dongola, 
who commanded tho dervishes, was 
wounded in Saturday's fight. A shell 
from an Egyptian battery burst in his 
tent, inflicting wounds in his breast and 
head, the former being a severe hurt. 

After the gunboats of tho expedition 
had forced their way through past the 
forts at El Hafir and had proceeded 
southward toward Dongola, the dor- 
rishes apparently perceived that El 
Hafir was no longer the place for them 
and they prepared to depart. They 
buried as many of their dead as they 
had time for. The lost were prepared 
with a stono around tho neck and 
thrown into the Nile. 

Yesterday the news arrived here that 
the -.(earners and gunboats of the expe- 
dition had reached Dongola and had 
landed a force, which immediately oc- 
cupied the treasury and the grains tore, 
the principal stronghold of the town. 

This news was received here with do 
light, as it is supposed that the enemy 
is now marching between here and Don- 
gola in a much hampered condition, by 
the reason of the number of their 
wounded, ami their retreat along tho 
river bank threatened by the steamers, 
which can destroy, at any moment, tho 
food supplies stored at Gondola, if they 
can not hold that place against the re- 
treating forces of dervishes until laud 
forces of tho expedition have advanced 
to co-operate with them. 

This engagement at El Hafir seems to 
have altogether dismayed the dervishes, 
who placed great reliance upon the fort 
at that place. They believed that that 
fort would bo able to prevent tho passage 
of any of the steamers of the expedition 
up the Nile. 

The artillery fire from this side of the 
river seems to have entirely disconcert- 
ed them, their batteries being destroyed 
as soon as the smoke from them indi- 
cated a target for tho British and Egyp- 
tian gunners. 

As soon as tho news of the evacuation 
of El Hafir was received the correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press proceeded to 
cross tho river and make a survey of the 
enemy's lato position. It was found 
that their mud defenses had been built 
with great care, but the rifle trenches 
only permitted the men a very short and 
straight front for protection. Mats were 
still strewn along and within the 
trenches and in the straw shelters were 
tho remains of tho carcasses of sheep, 
Which had been killed to supply food to 
tho defenders. Tho dead had been 
buried or thrown into tho river. 

Further south on the river bank was 
found their biggest battery. This work 
contains five embrasures for guns, three 
in front and two at the side. This bat- 
tery had been torribly knocked about by 
the artillery fire from the east bank and 
from the steamers. Still further south 
was a big entrenchment facing toward 
tho north and onto tho Nile. There 
was noticed tho same system of piercing 
the wall in such a way as to allow firing 
in only one direction. In this entrench- 
ment it was apparent that tho riflemen 
had iuado a plucky resistance, staying 
in tho trenches all day and eating where 
they lay, as was evidenced by the quan- 
tity of dates and water-gourds lying 
abu'Jt left.jn the retreat. 



The native residents or El Hafir have 
welcomed the appearance of tin' British 
and Egyptian expedition and seem to 
regard their advanoe as assuranco of a 
deliverance from the rule of the Khalifa 
and tho Baggaras, the Khalifa's native 
tribe, who have exercised a cruel do- 
minion over the Nile tribes. From tho 
description of tho fight furnished by tho 
natives it appears that the dervish cav- 
alry kept out in the desert watching tho 
fight and awaiting for a landing of op- 
posing forces to take part. 

Wad Bishara, the dervish commander, 
was wounded and was immediately car- 
ried out of range of tho firo, repeatedly 
exclaiming to thoso who surrounded 
him: "Allah is against me!" 

Wad Bishara decided to evacuate his 
position during tho night. Ho was able 
to remove his guns, but he was forced 
to leave behind a great quantity of am- 
munition for both the artillery and the 
rifles. The dervish steamer which was 
sunk by tho expedition's horse battery 
was said to have also been loadod with 
ammunition and guns. 

Yesterday morning at 0::i0 o'clock the 
troop9 of tho expedition began crossing 
tho river. McDonald's brigade was tho 
first over and the soldiers were mot with 
tho wildest and maddest signs of delight 
by tho uativos. They shouted in a 
frouzied manner and darned about the 
troops, singing and shouting like luna- 
tics. 

Tho first uso made of the capture] 
dervish boats was to transfer the Second 
brigade to El Hafir, which is a very fer- 
tile spot, offering plenty of green 'herb- 
age for »ho animals— a pleasing contrast 
to tho rough rocks and desert sands of 
much of the march. 

The losses of the expedition were only 
flvo wounded, despite the enemy's bol 
lire. Tho field bone battery and the 
men who handled the Maxim guns had 
an especially warm corner. Daring the 
engagement the moil lunched behind 
any hasty shelter that could be devised. 
The Maxim guns were manned by the 
Connaught rangers, and the Tenth bat- 
talion was ranged along the bank of tho 
river facing the dervisli position. Thoy 
fired three rounds at tho enemy. 

One of the most striking things noted 
during the light was the long range of 
tho enemy's Remington rifles. At a 
distance of 1,800 yards they were able to 
do a deal of damage, and some of their 
bullets struck at least 2,0U0 yards from 
the point of tiring 

The weather for the \ A <t few days has 
been rather hot. The wind from tho 
north has brought nearly all the boats 
up tho river bearing sufficient supplies 
for tho wants of the expedition. 

It is the general Impression here that 

the dervishes will not make any further 
stand. It is evident that Wad Bishara 
had brought up all his effective forco 
from Dongola, intending to make a 
stand at El Hafir. Even if he is able to 
recover Dongola from the river force of 
the expedition, which has occupied it, it 
is not considered possible that ho should 
make a stand there against the advauce 
of the combined land and river force.

to it, ami ho very promptly had it re 
moved. I am informed that heivpii 
mauded the officer who had it ported. 

"I, or my representative, van now see 
any or all the American prisoners at 
any time that it is desirable to do so by 

simply sending notice to the command 

ing oiricer of the fort on the evening be 
fore. They can be seen and talked C< 
alone if necessary. 

"I think if is but just to General Wey 

ler to add further that I know of no in 
stance in which ho has made any dis 
crimination against the consul general 
of tho United States. Why, General 
Weyler has fined a Havana newspaper 
for using offensive language about th 
American consul general."

POSTO F RcYjSTAT 1ST I CS. 
A b* trait of the Iteport of the Fourth Aa- 

diatant Postmaster Qoaorat. 
W ashing ion, Sept. 21.— R. A. Max- 
well, fourth assistant postmaster gen- 
oral, in chargo of appointments and in- 
spections, has made a r< port to the post- 
master general for the week ending 
June 80, 1899. 

It contains among a mass of figures 
tho following statistics: Total post- 
offices in the United States, 70,8oO, of 
which are presidential, 8,685; number 

of appointments during year, 111,090; 
total number of complaints, 1<»S,Uo7; 
number of complaints disposed of, 100,- 
I06j complaints regarding registered 
mail, 3,817; number of these showing 
carelessness of postal employes, 2-1. 

The report says that the postal em- 
ployes handled 18,SI51,OO0 pieces of reg- 
tered mail with tho loss of only ono 
piece in every 10,254, 
The number of complaints of ordinary 

mail was 81,848 as to letters and 89,000 

as to packages. The public might savo 
much of this trouble by greater care in 
iddressing and stamping letters and 
packages. 

There is a decrease of postoffice and 
mail burglaries and robberies. Thero 
wero 2,074 airestl during the year. Of 
these 1")S were postmasters, ">5 assistant 
postmasters, -18 postoffice clerks, 14 rail- 
way mail agents, -'a lettercarriers, 18 
maucarriers and others in minor posi- 
tions, 170 were postoffics burglars and 
188 others not connected with tho 

atoffioe service, 

Of 6.180 cases handled for misuse of 
mails the greater part was for sending 
obscene matter.

With the help of a coach- 
man, and thanks to tho information 
contained in a confession made by an 
Armenian prisoner, they fuund, in a 
leeerted house at l'era.'au enormous 
S*epot of explosives, which had been 
Manufactured at Seutar and brought to 
.his house, which is near tho German 
consulate, two month.'? ugo. 

An Armenian priest and two girls, 
who have fled, but who left photographs 
behind, are suspected of connection with 
this matter. 

The bombs are of three sizes and worn 
brought up from a well in the basement. 
Tho largest of the huge mortars it was 

intended should be fired by alectrldtj. 

There are baskets full of small bomb's, 
besides many square boxes which aro 

yet to be examined. 

They are inspected to contain infer- 

nal machines, fitted with clockwork ar- 
rangement; also quant it i>s of long cop- 

per bombs, caps, wire coils, packets of 
dynamite, a Winchester rilb', a Colt re- 
volver and cartridges, Among the . f. 
fects discovered is a portmanteau con- 
taining several p >rtraits of expartri- 
archs. uracil written matter, large par- 
cels of mimeographic and Edison sten- 
cil paper, bearing the heading "A. B. 
Dic«., Chicago."

The next night a party 
of men oame to the Huntsman bouse, 
and after calling Huntsman out of bed, 
seized and dragged him outside andbe.it 
and abused him in a frightful manner. 
Than they carried him to a gave and 
putting him in it, covered him with 
earth.

The Cincinnati Leaf Tobacco Ware- 
house Company, in its circular for the 
week, has the following: 

The low prices of tobacco have caused limited 
ofl'eriiiK* the past week, and, while prices have 
not shown any further decltue, the manufactur- 
ers show no desire to make law purchases of 
the old crop, and the market is left almost eu- 
tlrely to the manufacturers' agents at this time. 
The speeulators purchased unite freely some time 
ago, under the impression that the market had 
reached loek bottom, and with a further decline 
they are unable to dispose of their holdings, and, 
having their funds lnvcsted.it him naturally pot 
them out of the market, leaving the breaks to the 
manufacturers without competition who are 
buying as necessity requires, which will probably 
string the sales of the old crop into the market- 
ing of the new, aud all hopes of any material ad- 
vance on the old crop are gone, "where the 
woodbine twlucth." 

A large portion of the offerings has been of the 
medium grades, very few faucy hogsheads 
ottered, probably from the cause that we do not 
have them to oiler, because the manufacturers 
bid liberally on the best tobacco, especially 
WhCN they have good color, and our shippers 
generally take iidvautage of the demand when 
they have the stock on hand. 

As the ISSSOB. advances there is no scarcity of 
low grades, and the prices of to-day will not 
more than pay the expense of curing, pecking 
and marketing, without the cost of growing, and 
we hope to be spared from a similar crop for 
many years to come. 

The reports from the country are favorable, 
the weattier is good forciiring. an 1 we anticipate 
a good, serviceable crop, aud one that our manu- 
facturers will be willing to place In stock, and 
we are -ure prices will be much more satisfactory 
to the growers.
